Naperville is a HARDY Nursery 


Naperville stock will transplant more suc- 
cessfully to your customer’s location—be- 
cause it is grown in one of the severest 
winter-kill regions in the U. S. 

Chicagoland always has 10 and 20 be- 
low zero weather every winter—anything 
that is going to winter-kill is killed in our 
nursery row. Here, too, we really have 
thaws—in January and February temper- 
atures go up and down 35 degrees in a 
day or two, breeding-in a hardiness pos- 
sible in few other places. 


Transplants Only—at Naperville 


We use no short-cut, quick-effect or so- 
called ‘‘just as good’’ methods at Naper- 
ville. Every item gets the kind of care 
it needs to insure best development. 

No item is considered salable until it 
has been in the field 3 years. Every item 
in this catalog has been both root-pruned 
and transplanted at least once. 


Heavier Tops—More Fiberous Roots 


Naperville’s transplanting program re- 
tards tap-rooting, promotes compact, fi- 
berous root growth. Such stock is moved 
more successfully, without undue set back. 
This program also results in better ma- 
tured, denser tops, that make substantial, 
finished specimens. 

Usual “‘height’’ method of pricing gives 
only a partial idea of Naperville’s values. 
That’s why we .state number of canes on 
many items, use photo’s on some pages, 
to show you what to expect. 


‘Pedigree’. Propagating 
Naperville does not buy _ lining-out- 
stock. We produce our own cuttings and 
seedlings. Large mother-blocks are main- 
tained so that we control type, vigor, 
bloom, color, size, hardiness. 

Our mother blocks are made up of 
individually selected, maturity-proved 
plants that have been chosen over years 
of culling. When improved items are de- 
veloped elsewhere, we buy young plants, 
which must grow and bloom in our nur- 
sery before use as mother stock. This 
costlier program insures you of predict- 
able satisfaction every time. 


Fresh Dug for Your Order 


Naperville does not dig in the fall and 
store ‘‘dormant’”’ over winter. All items 
in this catalog are dug individually for 
each order. While this method costs us 
more, Naperville prices are no_ higher. 
We believe it gives you hardier stock, 
better livability. 


1942 was a “Vintage Year” 


Here at Naperville we had one of the 
best growing seasons in a decade. Our 
rainfall was one of the heaviest in the 
history of the weather bureau. In ad- 
dition, temperatures were mild—spring 
opened up earlier and was warmer, while 
summer was cooler. 

Everything in our nursery made heavier 
grades within sizes. Tops filled out more, 
were denser. Visit us this year, and see 
these heavier Naperville specimens.

We are frequently asked for general information in regard to proper planting times 
of perennials. 

Perennials as a general rule, with the exception of those that love water, thrive best 
on good garden soil, well drained, and especially good surface drainage, so that no 
excessive moisture or water accumulates in beds in winter, which with changeable frost 
action is detrimental. 

As a general rule, perennials are best moved during September, October and up to 
frozen ground time in the Fall, and then again in Spring, beginning with the time when 
the first shoots begin to show green on perennials; and from that time up into May 
until too much foliage and hot days terminate successful planting. 

Iris of various sorts transplant particularly well shortly after blooming time, when 
they can be divided and pruned back for new plantings. 

Peonies are best transplanted at any time during the Fall months, even up into cold 
weather; but if Spring planted, move them as early in Spring as possible. 

Mulching perennial beds in colder climates should be done with material such as 
dry straw, hay, oak leaves, but never with leaves from soft wood trees, or fertilizer, 
or grass clippings, such as will pack down and not allow the air to reach plants. The 
latter environment generally creates a heating and rotting condition, and produces a 
loss whether in the first or in subsequent years after planting. : Apply mulch only after 
frost has entered the ground to depth of several inches. 

Perennials also like an occasional application of good garden fertilization if soil is 
sour, but apply with caution. If the ground is sour, apply limestone screenings (size one- 
eight inch to dust) liberally before applying fertilizer.
